—At the request of the Editor ot the 
Suffolk (Va.) Christian Sun, we givo 
place to the following iteai of interest 
to many of our readers iu every see- 
tion of the country : 

“A convention of the friends of 
Christian and Chureh unity will be 
held in Suffoik, Va., commencing on 
the Sth of May nex!. This conven- 
tion was appointed by a Council of 
practical union lovers which assem- 
bled in Cincinnati, Ohio, on the 2Ist 
of October last, and framed a Basis of 
Union, and issucd an address to all 
ehristian ministers and churches in 
North America, them to 
union and co-operation in werk and 
worship. The Basisof Union recites 
the doctrines generaliy held by all 
Evangelical denominations in eom- 
mon; extends Jiberty with the right 


of private epinion on all miner 
points of doctrine and praciice, 
and invites endorsers to the 
Basis. The endorsers of the 


Basis of Unien will | compose 
tre voting members of the Conven- 
tion, butall Evanyvelieal ministers of 
every denomination. favor Chris- 
tian and Churelh Unity ou the com- 
mon faith of Protestants, ure invited 
to be present and participate ia the 
exercises of the meeting, and all 
Evangelical churches, Jjaboring for 
union, are invited te send Geioyntes 
to the Convention. 

“A number of ministers and lay- 
men, representing the utien feeling 
of the chureh, from the North and 
South and the Hast and West are ex- 
pected to be present and participate 
In the procecdings of the Convention, 
The exercises of the Convention are 
expected to continuea week, and will 
be the fall inaueuration of an cffort 
to bring ell the Evangelical deromi- 
nations inte a closer union, and co- 
operation in religieus worship and 
Christian work.

If the will of the people in 
tlis respect is expressed, as I have 
no doubt it will be, in the new Con- 
stitution of the State to be framed 
next September, a clause will be in- 
serted requiring that every citizen 
shall show his tax receipt in full be- 
fore being allowed to vote. This 
would insure a more economical ad- 
ministration of the government and 
na closer collection of the revenue, 
two objects much to be. desired. 
Without, however, discussing this 
subject further, Linsert forinsertion in 
your valuable paper the following ex- 
tracts from the Constitutions of some 
of the other States to show what has 
been dove in that direetion else- 
where:
